Waldrip in their own home on Sun- 
set avenue, just across from the West 
Covina school, Monday evening at 
6:30 o'clock, three strangers took 
approximately $1000 worth of dia- 
monds from their fingers, and after 
securely binding their hands and 
feet, looted the house, taking small 
change and cutting the telephone 
wires. A later checkup, however, 
revealed that several valuable 
watches and other jewelry had been 
overlooked in dresser drawers that 
had been searched.

"It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, associa- 
tion, or corporation to conduct, carry on, or keep 
oper. for business on Sunday any store, barber 
shop, workshop, factory or other place of busi- 
ness, or to perform or employ any labor on 
Sunday." 


This law would prohibit such work as repairs on machinery and 
equipment, rush work to fulfill contracts on which a definite date is 
set and other kinds of work which practically every manufacturer 
finds necessary from time to time. 


Where Sunday work is now in practice either the continuous work 
is virtually a matter of necessity or U performed by the employee 
because of the increased compensation. 


This measure, if passed, will constitute an unwarranted attempt to 
interfere with the personal liberty of the individual. Let us not 
bow to a small minority of barbers who would compel this abridg- 
ment of our personal rights. 


This is no time for throwing men out of work and California is no 
place for making Sunday idle, dull and dismal. Labor and industry 
should emphatically defeat the measure.

days of long ago. 


Those who understood the virtue 


of simple persistence and adequate 
provision—those 
who 
kept their 


lamps trimmed and burning—were 
well rewarded. Those who went to 
sleep ot the switch—run otit of oil— 
lights out at the wrong time—missed 
the grand show. 


And so it will ever be—the choice

In the case of O. H. Burke vs. C. 


A. Butler, tried in the justice court

150 pounds more every year than in 1900. The increase 
is made up largely of sugar, fruits and dairy products. We 
are eating fewer cereals, particularly corn meal. 


Thirty years ago consumption of sugar averaged 61 


pounds a year per capita, now it is about 105 pounds. Fats 
and oil jumped from 34 to 44 pounds, fruit from 169 to 192 
pounds, and dairy products from 840 to 1040 pounds. Meat 
consumption has changed very little, ranging from 142 to 
145 pounds a year, depending on fluctuation in prices. 
These interesting figures are vouched for by the foodstuffs 
division of the United States department of commerce. 


Farmers and canners the country over are kept busy 


appeasing the ever-increasing hunger of its millions of 
people. In the north the fruits and vegetables have been 
put up for the winter, the cellar windows have been bank- 
ed up, the green corn is in the silo and the hay in the barn. 
Apple-picking there is about finished. There is still some 
corn-husking to be done, but the heavy part of the farm 
work is over for the year. 


In the south the profitable part of the farm year is just 


beginning. Florida celery growers are setting out the 
plants which they started in seedbeds during the summer, 
while the tomato and pepper crops are just getting under 
way for winter shipment. 


Up in Maine the potatoes have been dug and stored in 


the pits against shipping time, and farmers are overhaul- 
ing bobsleds and snowplows. In Pasadena they are getting 
the rose trees into shape for the midwinter carnival. This 
is a great country.

geia. They sit at the radio, the theater and the auto wheel, 
and the very ones who need exercise mosf'sit at football 
games and cheer those who need it least. 


America has become a nation of spectators who pay 


big money for the development of a few physical giants. 
The mass of adult America is slowly dying between the 
neck and the waist-line from diseases of the four vital 
organs—the heart, the lungs, the kidneys and the liver. 
Physical degeneracy is becoming an increasingly impor- 
tant problem. 


When a civilization begins to grow so ingenuous that 


its people have little further use for their own bodies in 
"the course of daily routine, it is time to think seriously of 
physical maintenance. Without a sound body as a back- 
ground, the keenest mind cannot long function. 


Regular care of the teeth, body sanitation practice,

Recovering Gold from Ocean 


New Methods of Salvaging Enable Divers to 


Bring Treasure Up From Wrecks 


NEW BUTCHER IN CHARGE 


OF CLARK MEAT MARKET 


By CALEB JOHNSON 


Modern science and invention has 


at last found a way to recover much 
of the treasure which lies under the 
sea. 


Divers equipped with modern ap- 


paratus only recently found the 
wreck of the "Egypt," with $5,000,- 
000 in gold on board, in 400 feet of 
water off the coast of Spain. Recov- 
ery of the treasure now only waits 
upon favorable weather for the 
operation of opening the sunken 
ship's strong-room and lifting the 
gold to the surface. 


The "Lusitania," sunk by a Ger- 


man submarine in 1915, had $25,- 
000,000 of gold on board. She lies in 
somewhat less than 400 feet of water 
off the south coast of Ireland. It is 
entirely within the realm of possi- 
bility that this treasure may be sal- 
vaged within the next few years. 


Scores of other wrecks of ships 


known to contain large quantities of 


cargo, at the present price of copper, 
is above a million dollars. One or 
two efforts at dredging have brot up 
some of the copper, so the location 
of the wreck is precisely known. But 
nobody was willing to spend the 
$100,000 or so that it would have 
taken to equip a salvage expedition 
to go after, the "Chippewa's" copper. 


If the Italian engineers who have 


descended to the wreck of the 
"Egypt" succeed in getting the $5,- 
000,000 out of her, there doubtless 
will be a rush of capital to finance 
other such expeditions. Under the 
laws of treasure-trove, property 
found at the bottom of the sea be- 
longs, in general, to those who find 
it. Sometimes an insurance com- 
pany may have a claim against it, 
if the treasure can be identified, but 
there is plenty of it lying around 
under the water to which nobody 
can put forth a valid title.

treasure hunting. 


An English company was formed 


some twenty years ago to recover 
the treasure which was being carried 
around the peninsula of Jutland, 
which is Denmark. The ship was 
wrecked off the Skager-Rack, in 
comparatively shallow water, but 


rubber diving suits. Water pressure i with a shifting, sandy bottom, swept 
increases at a rate of more than two j by strong currents and exposed to 
pounds with every foot of depth; at frequent storms. By means of an 


doubt, the treasures of many of these 
wrecks will be recovered, richly re- 
warding the men who finance the 
treasure-hunt, before very long. 


Up to now, deep-sea divers have 


not been able to go down much more 
than 125 feet, because of the pres- 


100 feet the pressure is 200 pounds 
to the square inch. That means that 


apparatus similar to a sandsucker 
dredge, something like $5,000,000 of 


the diver's body must withstand that gold was recovered from the wreck 
enormous pressure while the air 
pumped into his rigid helmet must 
equal that pressure also, to keep 
water from seeping in and drowning 
him. 


For many years inventors have 


been trying to construct rigid metal 
diving suits which would withstand 
pressures up to 800 or 1000 pounds 
to the square inch, within which a 
man could descend without subject- 
ing his body and lungs to the pres- 
sure. The principal difficulty has 
been in providing any way in which 
the diver, once at the bottom of the 
sea, could see anything, for it was 
harder to make a glass window that 
would stand up under pressure, than 
to make a steel shell which would 
not be crushed by the weight of 
water. Dr. William Beebe, the na- 
turalist, recently experimented with 
a steel sphere having a quartz win- 
dow nearly a foot thick, in which 
he descended more than 1100 feet 
at the end of a cable, to study deep- 
sea fish life. 


But if Dr. Beebe had discovered a 


wreck full of gold at that depth it 
wouldn't have done him any good, 
because there were no arms, grip- 
pers or fingers on the outside of his 
sphere with which to pick up the 
treasure. That has been another dif- 
ficulty in treasure hunting at great 
depths—the difficulty of operating 
any sort of grappling device which 
could be operated from within the 
apparatus. 


Just before the war a Cleveland 


inventor produced a diving suit 
which he claimed would operate 
successfully in 300 feet of water. He 
was going down to the bottom of 
Lake Huron, where the "Chippewa" 
has lain for more than 50 years with 
several thousand tons of copper in- 
gots from the northern Michigan 
mines in her hold. The value of her

Need Regular 
Supply Nitrogen 


From the soil of our country comes 


th-j food that keeps us alive. Whether 
or not our soil produces an abund- 
ance or scarcity of food is dependent 
upon its richness and cultivation, as 
upon favorable climatic and rainfall 
conditions. But without a steady re- 
newal of the mineral and organic 
content of the soil, productivity is 
bound to dwindle. 


The United States is consuming 


annually close to eight million tons 
of fertilizer, representing a cost oi 
$250,000,000 to $300,000,000. Califor- 
nia's share of this consumption is 
130,000 tons, or about 1% per cent 
of the total. Forty states are at pres- 
.ent actively enforcing fertilizer laws, 
most of which are concerned with 
the correct chemical analysis on a 
label attached to each package. 


The fertilizer industry in this 


country might be said to have had 
its beginning with the American 
Indian, who invariably placed a dead 
fish in each hill of corn. It was the 
Indian's belief that the spirit of the 
fish pushed the corn up thru the 
soil.

Double-barreled 
shotguns are 


gaining great popularity in the field, 
according to recent reports from 
duck-hunting grounds. By using 
double-barreled guns many sports- 
men find that they are enabled to 
stay in the field longer and that the 
shoot produces nearly twice as much 
game. The birds, moreover, are 
given a better sporting chance of 
escape by this method and the kill 
is not so disastrous to any one flight. 


A good hunter with an automatic 


or pump gun is often able to com- 
pletely ruin a small flock of ducks. 
With a two-shot piece such a hunter 
will pick the two best-looking birds 
in a flight and allow the rest to 
escape. Instead of being absolutely 
demoralized and scattered, the birds 
proceed to a place of safety and 
become good game for other rea- 
sonable hunters in the field. 


Many ducks are concentrating in 


California this season because of a 
shortage of food in other former 
grounds, But there is no use to fool 
ourselves about the shortage of 
ducks. They appear as plentiful as 
ever in this state, naturalists declare, 
only because they have flocked here 
this season due to the scarcity of 
food elsewhere.

Retirement Act 
Gets Endorsement 


of High Officials 


When Governor C. C. Young and 


Mayor James Rolph, the Republican 
nominee for governor, join in in- 
dorsing a ballot proposal, it is a com- 
pliment to the proposition in ques- 
tion, but more than that—it is inter- 
esting news. 


One of the most pleasing after- 


maths of the primary election has 
been the sportsmanlike attitude 'of 
Governor Young toward the man 
who defeated him for re-election, 
and the gracious response of Mayor 
Rolph. Both men have conducted 
themselves, in this regard, as Cali- 
fornia desires her governors to con- 
duct themselves. 


Governor Young and Mayor Rolph 


are again in accord, this time in 
support of proposition number five 
on the November ballot, known as 
the state employees' retirement act. 


Governor Young declares: "It is 


probably the soundest and fairest 
retirement measure ever devised." 


And Mayor Rolph asserts: "I am 


glad to recommend number five as a 
constructive measure which will pay 
the state real dividends in increased 
efficiency and lowered overhead." 


Governor Young knows the pro- 


posed retirement program from its 
inception, having named the com- 
mission which recommended that a 
retirement system be adopted. He 
believes it to be actuarially sound. 
Mayor Rolph knows the value of 
number five, because he fathered a 
similar system for the city em- 
ployees of San Francisco and has 
seen it result in improved service 
and a finer personnel in his home 
city. 


California voters will do well to 


vote "yes" on .number five. It is hu- 
manitarian and forward-looking.— 
Stockton Record. 


fact that for thousands of 


years farmers of China, Korea and 
Japan have preserved the full fruit- 
fulness of their ground, in spite of 
a population ten times more dense 
per acre than the United States, in- 
dicates the importance of fertiliza- 
tion. Twenty or thirty centuries have 
passed andl still the farms of China 
continue to produce. 


It is our duty, therefore, in repay- 


ment for the right and privilege to 
use the earth, to maintain and pre- 
serve its fertility for those who fol- 
low us. 


In most citrus soils, nitrogen is 


more de.cient than other plant 
foods that are extracted. The only 
way that available nitrogen can be 
replaced is by addition of nitrates 
or nitrogenous fertilizers, manures 
and straws, or by growing legumin- 
ous cover crops. 


It has been determined by sur- 


veys that the full-bearing citrus tree 
needs, for profiable production, from 
two to three pounds of actual nitro- 
gen in a total yearly application. 
Some growers use even more than 
this amount on large trees. 


Part of this nitrogen should be 


from manures or straw applied in 
the fall, and the balance from some 
good commercial fertilizer applied in 
the early spring. 


Recent findings by Dr. Vail on 


ctirus fertilization are valuable ad- 
ditions to our knowledge of proper 
farming. Briefly he concludes that 
full grown orange trees should have 
nitrogen supplied in three forms 
each year—mineral nitrogen, organic 
and animal nitrogen, and organic 
nitrogen from manurial sources. 


One thing that he advises care- 


fully avoiding is the hypodermic 
method, as it were, of fertilizing 
trees. The practice of giving a little 
fertilizer at uncertain intervals can- 
not result in full production, but the 
level of soil richness must be kept 
up at all times. 


A heavy soil, as well as a very 


light soil, generally speaking, wil 
produce better if a larger percentage 
of the plant food comes from man- 
urial materials. In the case of the 
heavy type, manurial material has 
a tendency to loosen and materially 
improve it, and in the case of the 
light soil, manure makes it more 
compact, aiding in the retention o: 
both plant food and moisture.
